LoNDoif, July 9.— Austrian stotsamaa are 
compelled by parliamentary necessitiee to 
give to the world from Mom to time some 
BtatBmant at poMay. VBnb Mm epeeohes in 
which Count Kalnoky aad M. Tisaa reply 
to interpellationsB, from similar speeches by 
Bignor Crispi and by English ministers, and 
from the occasional speeches or articles of 
Prince Bismarck, ttte world has for many 
months gathered the only trustworthy in- 
faraMMon about lha ralattoaa ot tha wio<is 
great powers. 

The gist of the utteranoee of these ofRclal 
sources for the past week is that the onuses 
of anxiuty which existed last winter, and fur 
some time previously have not been removed 
The danger liea ta the gaaaral relatione of 
tba powm, aot la partioular elronmatanoeB, 
and tha discord is rather bolwaaa aatioaa 
tlian between cabinets. 

At present, however, tha oaMnato are l»ss 
uneasy than tbey were. The imoertainly 
may possibly be removed, but it is quite 
posaible also that it may last for years, dur- 
ing which time any power that caree to 
survive must remain alert and ready, mean 
while the pecuniary deinaads of tbe powers 
for the purpose of further permanent mili- 
tary pre|>aratioua h».ve boon BOtad with 
scarcely a murmur of dissent 

These pecuniary strains upon the resources 
of the various nations, if continued much 
longer, can result only in general bankruptcy 
or a life and death struggle betweeu them. 

The rejKjrt that Emperor William at his 
coming meeting with the czar will jiropose 
that the (Kiwers extricate themselve» from 
their difficulty by flxlng by convention, a 
limit to their respective armaments, has bad 
the effect of creating a suspicion which is 
leading to fresh activity. The proposal is 
not new and tbe difficulties in tbe way of ite 
adoption are obvious. 

The institute of international saw at its 
meeting at Heidelburg hucIi a propoml and 
coming from such a txidy, tbe sii^Kestiun at 
that time created no such au^pirion as the 
report doeH now, that Empuror William in- 
tends to make such a projiosition. On the 
contrary it was ttien reoeived with marked 
favor by tha ttMiorttf «f laropaaa itotas

If Emperor William should make such a 
proposal to tbe osar, there is little doubt 
that in tbe present temper of Europe, tbe 
powers will refuse to oonseat to a partial 
and proportional disarmament. 
■In woU informed oirclee, the report is not 
credited, tbe general belief being that Em- 
Mror William is so thoroughly imbued with 
Bismarck's ideas that if such a propoaltlon 
were mode to him, he would refuse evea to 
oonKiiliT it. 

Tbe Iron Cbanoellor unquestionably likes 
to continue posing before all Europe as the 
"weaponad maa," who at a Moment's notice, 
eould make Ma eonntry^ boate and those of 
ite allies swoop down upon any would-be 
disturber of tbe peaoa. He also likes to re- 
main the dictetor of tbe boms politics of 
Gannany, by always holding tbe spectre of 
apoBBibla warlike ooatiagancy before ttie 
ayaa of bis ooantryaNa.

Tbe rspoR that PMbbb Bismarck intends 
to ineraaaa Iba ahrlaiaaay at bie passport 
regulations haa laoraaaad tba bittaraaas of 
the feelings of IVBBflhBiaB tawarda Oannany 
aad wiU hava tha affaot aa hafa all tha other 
efforts of Mm Oenaaa ahaaBallor, to baUttle 
France in tha eyas ot tha world, of stimulat- 
ing tbe ranka aal flla of tha IQraiiah army to 
renewed efforts to ataka thaiBBslfaa more 
thoroughly eflteiaot la tha arte ot war, 
Offloera and privataa who raoently com- 
plained of exoBssiva drill aad other military 
a«aroiBBB seem now aaxiouB to spend their 
whole time in making themselves thorough 
soldiers. 

In foot Prince Bismarck^ recent measures 
against France have done more toward 
making soldiers of Frenchmen than could 
have fifty Boulangers. 

A well known diplomatist recently said 
that Prince Bismarck was of the opinion that 
tbe French are not able single-handed, to 
risk war; that their army is not sufficiently 
organized, and that the people in general do 
not desire it The latter assertion is jhhIki- 
bly true, the first will have to be iirovcu (md 
the second is umloutitodly a grave mist iike, 
as the (Germany chancellor will find to bis 

cost if ha jtoatlnati ta foad tha Aanob 

people. 

Very fewmiMiers are to be met within 
Paris; but a great many regirnonts are 
mounlo'l rouri l tlie cnpital, rea ly to i-mue 
down uiH 111 it ill, case of nt*e<l. Tbe French 
infantry reniineiita may bo not as tuly in 
appearance ax Oerman regiments, but they 
are undoulit<i Uy iis well drilled, the ma- 
jority of them lieing excellent marksmen 
while the remainder are Liecomlux mure effi- 
cient, as target practice is one of their daily 
duties. 

In artillery tba French are, no doulit, 
ahead of most ntitioaa. Upon the whole, if 
Frinoe Kumarck goods Prance into a war he 
will And that (iermany has a Initter dis- 
ciplined army to fight than b e im agined.
